ROM TRESTLE:

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Broken Rail on Bridge Causes 
Wreck of Eight Passenger 
Coaches on C., M. & St. P. Rail- 
road Near Melbourne, Io. 


TWO TRAINMEN KILLED; 
ST, LOUISAN INJURED 


First Engine of Overland Limited 
Leaves Tracks and Cars Pile on 
Top as Weight Causes Bridge 
to Fall,

DES MOINES, Io., Feb. 9.—Eight pas- 
Fenger coaches and an engine crashed 
through a bridge on the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee & 8t. Paul railroad, near Melbourne, 
lo., early today. 2 

Conductor H. M.* Marsh and Brakeman 
C. A. Morres were killed and 2% persons 
more or less seriously injured. H. R. 
Goyke of St. Louls is among those hurt. 
A broken rail caused the accident. 

The train was the Overland Limited No. 
1, which left Chicago at 6:6 Wednesday 
night. Running at the rate of 7 miles 
an hour it struck the broken rail 300 feet 
east of the bridge, a structure 200 feet 
long and 18 feet high. 

The first engine crossed. the trestle in 
safety, but the second, with the eight fol- 
lowing cars, piled in a heap upon it. The 
trestle went down underneath the weight 
and the entire mass of wreckage plunged 
into the ditch. Only the observation car at 
the rear kept the rails.

CHICAGO, Feb. 9%.—General Superin- 
tendent D. I. Bush of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul Railroad, said: 

“Because of the bad weather the train 
was not as heavily loaded as usual. But 
two of those injured are in a serious con- 
dition, and their injuries are not believed 
to be fatal.

“Traffic will not be greatly impeded, as 
we can use other roads to get around 
the wreck aintil the track is repaired.’’

BARTHOLDT FOR 
PEACE MOVE BY 
Tht PRESIDENT 


Missouri Congressman, as Head of 
the Interparliamentary Union. 
Urges Roosevelt to Interfere to 
Stop Struggle in the East. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—President Roose- 
velt was urged today to take action look- 
ing to the termination of the Russo-Japan- 
ese war. 

The request was made by the Interparlia- 
mentary Union through its president, Rep- 
resentative Bartholdt of Missouri. Mr. 
Bartholdt explained to Mr. Roosevelt that 
the concensus of opinion among members 
of the union and among European diplo- 
mats and statesmen with whom he is in 
correspondence, is that the President of 
the United States is the one man, with the 
possible exception of the Kaiser, who might 
be listened to on the subject with favor by 
Russia.

When Flames Burst Forth at 2 
O’Clock Thursday, Through 
Coolness of Teachers and Fire 
Drill Giris Got Out in Safety. 


Loretta Seminary at Webster Groves will 
be completely destroyed by fire which 
broke out in the institution shortly before 
2 o'clock Thursday afternoon. 

There were upwards of fifty students, all 
girls, in the building when the flames were 
discovered, but the coolness of the sisters 
in charge of the institution and the per- 
fection of the fire drill enabled all of them 
to get out in safety. 

The fire was discovered on the third floor 
of the building. All of the students were 
engaged at their studies. in the classrooms 
in the lower part of the building, and were 
not in any danger. 


There was some excitement when the 


n of! fire was first discovered, but no panic. 


The inadquacy of fire-fighting appliances, 
coupled with the fact that a ®Drisk wind 
was blowing, made it impossible to save 
the building. 

The building being of frame, offered good 
fuel for the flames, which spread rapidly 
over the third floor and then burned down- 
In a short time the entire upper 
part of the building was burning, and all 
hope of saving any part of the bullding 
was abandoned. 

Part of the more valuable of the fur- 
nishings in the lower part of the building 
were carried out, Dut the greater part of 
the contents were destroyed with the 
bullding.

‘OF QYNAMITE 


WRECKS MINE 


Three Are Dead and Four More 
Thought to Be as Result of 
‘Explosion in the Shaft of Osce- 
ola Workings at Calumet, Mich. 


CAUSE OF DISASTER 
MAY NEVER BE KNOWN. 


Man Supposed to Have Been Re- 
sponsible for the Accident Is 
Blown to Atoms and No Traces 
Are Left of Him. 


By the Associated Press. 

GALUMET, Mich., Feb. 9.--Ten thousand 
pounds of dynamite, stored in un under- 
ground magazine at the North Kearsarge 
branch of the Osceola Consolidated mine, 
exploded last evening, killing several men, 
three of whom have been accounted for, 
and injuring many others. 

The force of the explosrion was felt for 
miles around, and men working in other 
portions of the mine some distance from 
the scene of the explosion were knocked 
down by the concussion. 

The cause of the disaster is shrouded in 
mystery and may never be discovered, as 
William Pollitt, Jr., the man in charge of 
the powder, was probably blown into thou- 
sands of pieces, no traces of him having 
been found up to this hour.

WILLIAM POLLITT, +) OF in

MATHEW KASKALA, 2 miner, blown to 
pieces.

Five Are Still Missing. 

It is feared that four or five other men 
are still in the mine. If so they are cer- 
tainly dead. 

As soon as the explosion occurred the 
mining officials organized a rescue party 
which penetrated the scene of the catas- 
trephe by descending anvther shaft and 
oressing over through the drift on one of 
the lower levels. 

The scene beggars description. The 
rible force of the explosion tore out plates 
in the shaft in which it ocourred at the 
sixth, seventh, eighth and ninth levels, 
twieted shaft rails, tore them from the 
stringers and played havoc in general. A 
-Telief party succeeded in réscuing several 
men. 

Bix members of the rescue party suc- 
cumbed to the deadly gases and fumes 
and were taken to the mouth of the shaft 
and resuscitated. 

Fortunately only two miners and a party 
of three trammers were working on the 
level at which the dynamite was stored 
when the explosion occurred. While no 
trace of Politt and Kaskala have been 
found so far, it is impossible they could 
havé survived the terrible blast, as they 
were in tne immediate vicinity. The only 
body recovered is that of Kulpa, who was 
suffocated by the poisonous gases. 

While the cause of the accident is un- 
known it is possible some of the explosive

SENATORS. SCORE 
ANTI-SALOON MAN 


Local Option Bill Passed by Illi- 
nois Upper House, but Referen- 
dum Clause Displeases.

SPRINGFIELD, IL, Feb. 9.—The fight 
made on the Senate combine in the [Illinois 
Legislature by the Anti-saloon League has 
been productive of results. However, the 
victory is omy partial, because the local 
option bill passed by the Genate has a 
referendum clause that is not to the liking 
of the Anti-saloon League. 

With the referendum attached to the 
bill the battles for loca] option must be each 
fought out in the gsmall divisions of vil- 
lages and towns, townships, wards, cities 
and counties, or wherever there is a dis- 
pusition to try the local option. 

The bill passed by the Senate, by a vote 
of 3% to 4, is the one introduced by Sena- 
tor Anderson to forestall the introduction 
of the local option bill, which was being 
prepared by the Anti-Saloon ue.

League sat in the Senate and heard Sena- 
tors Derry and McKenzie make a bitter 
persenal attack upon him and.his methods 
of fighting. It was Anderson who ar- 
ranged the 2000 church meetin Jan. 2. 
AS a result of these meetings e senators 
nave received mail by the ton urgi them 
to take a stand on the question of local 
option as presented by the Anti-Saloon 
League.

IN FRAUD TRIALS 


Bill Before Legislature Provides 
for Examining Ballots in Crim- 
inal Election Cases. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 9.—Repre- 
sentative Bickley of 8t. Louls introduced 
in the House today a joint and concurrent 
resolution for the submission to the voters 
at the next general election of an amend- 
ment to the constitution authorizing the 
opening of ballot boxes and comparison of 
ballots with pollbooks of the judges and 
clerks in all criminal prosecutions of elec- 
tion frauds. 

At present the ballot‘ boxes can be opened 
only in cases where a candidate is contest- 
ing the election of his opponent. Bickley 
says his proposed amendment would pave 
the way for effectual punishment of elec- 
tion law abusers. 


The Senate has ordered to engrossment 
the Avery bill fixing the liability of cor- 
porations for deaths by accidents at from 
$2000 to $10,000. At present the maximum 
amount recoverable in such damage suits 


is $5000. No minimum its provided under the 
existing law. 

This bill was fought by Genators Kinealy 
of St. Louis and Morton of Ray County. 


Representative Crow of Ray County, In- 
troduced a joint and concurrent resolution, 
providing for an amendment to the con- 
stitution to increase the compensation of 
members of the General Assembly from 
$5 to $10 a day. 


Representative Bohley of St. Louls, pre- 
sented a joint and concurrent resolution in 
the House today to amend the present 
school law 80 as to admit children under 
the age of 6 years to public schools. The 
proposed amendment is favored by At- 
torney Edward Roberts and other well 
known citizens.

NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—E. H. Harriman 
is now the most important railway man in 
the western hemisphere, if not in the world. 
He controls or is in harmony with 
every railway west of the Alleghenies ex- 
cept the Rock Island. 

This became possible yesterday when 
Henry H. Rogers and Henry C. Frick were 
elected directors of the Atchison. This 
meant that E. H. Harriman and the Stand- 
ard Oil interests had acquired heavy hold- 
ings in the road and will hereafter have 
an important influence in its management 
and policy. 

The entrance of KE. H. Harriman into the 
affairs of the Atchison establishes his po- 
sition as the railroad man of the greatest 
influence in the’ world. At one time J. 
Pierpont Morgan occupied such a position, 
but Mr. Morgan in later life has retired 
to a great extent from action with the 
great railroads. 

Mr. Harriman represents the Standard 
Oil millions, as well as the interests of a 
large group of bankers in Wall street and 
investors throughout the world. 

Mr. Harriman himself does not personally 
own a hundredth part of the stock that 
he controls. He might be called financial 
manager of interests whose stock and 
bonds run into billions of dollars.

Prof. Lilly Manning, ex-pugilist; H. E. 
Williams of the Williams Music and Nov- 
elty Co.; Henry W. Beck, a feed merchant; 
Charles J. Beck, his son, and the three 
negroes arrested for the battle royal held 
in front of the Beck store at 2001 Pine 
Street last night, will be given a hearing 
in the Central Police Court Feb. 16. 

The men were arrested in the midst of 
the fight late last night by Officer Cudda- 
hee of the Central district, but not before 
Manning’s nose had been badly crushed, he 
Jays by a blow with a poker. According 
to their side of the story, Manning, Wil- 
liams, the chauffeur and another man en- 
tered the store to telephone for a Ma- 
chinist, as their automobile had broken 
down In front of Beck's door. Williams 
Ssuys that Beck was offensive and tried to 
throw thém out, which brought on the 
ght, and the three negroes, who dre em- 
ployed by Beck, jumped into the fight. 
Beck maintains that Manning and the 
others were ‘boisterous, and finally Wil- 
liams offered to bet $100 that Manning 
could lick any man in the room. The four 
accepted the challenge in chorus, and Man- 
ning was damaged. 

Billy Manning, sometime famous light- 
weight, who recently achieved the calcium 
ight by announcing a crusade against jiu- 
jitsu, says that few fighters today box 
properly and that few men know how to 
teach the Anglo-Saxon art of self-defense. 
Some of Manning's theories dash the pet 
traditions of the game of fighting from 
their honored pedestals and he sets up new 
and strange idols in their place. 

The new iconoclast of the ring has revo- 
lutionary opinions. He believes that about 
one-hakf of the present system of hitting 
is erroneous; that few fighters know any- 
thing about training; that few seconds 
know anything about handling a fighter; 
that boxing gloves are the last thing 
needed in learning to box; and a number 
of other weird and treasonable clauses are 
contained in Manning's new creed of the 
ring. 

For the Post-Dispatch the ex-pugilist has 
outlined briefly his ideas of the boxing 
game and the proper training of a beginner. 
“The first thing that should be consid- 
ered in boxing instead of being taken up 
later as a special branch is footwork. A 
man should be taught from his shoes up 
instead of from his shoulders down,’ says 
the former gladiator. ‘‘A man’s natura] 
protection is the use of his hands. We 
use them instinctively in a battle: and 
therefore to get the greatest possible ad- 
vantage over an opponent you must be 
superior to him in leg-work. 


“Leg-Work Most Important.” 


“This is a natural rule. La you have the 
best legs you can attack him better than 
he can you. Or, if he hurts you ean run 
away from him for rounds. This is aq 
branch of boxing that is too much neglected 
and been the spoiling of many promising 
youngsters. It takes the heart out of a 
man if he gets a good punch and then 
knows that he doesn't know enough about 
to run away for awhile and recover. 
“There is one simple rule of boxing that 
if followed will win battles: a good boxer 
is never off guard. That is, literally off 
guard. He is always protected. By my 
system of training his weight is alwavs so 
balanced on his feet that he can quickly 
maneuver to avold a blow; or, if he does 
ehift his weight su that he is momentarily 
anchored he shou:d. at that moment be 
automatically protected by his hands. 
“Never block a biow unless you have to. 
Slip it or dodge it. It takes nearly as 
much strength to block a punch as It does 
to strike one and you don't gain anything 
omy way. Fights are not won by block- 
ng. 
“Don't clinch without hitting if you can 
possibly slip a punch in. When you slip a 
blow and grab a man like these fighters 
do nowadays with both hands around him, 
ain't it just as easy to bring in one hand 
closed? It doesn’t take any more effort 
than it does to clinch and if you soak hifn 
a couple of times when he thinks you are

his face or body. This thing of slipping to 
the left of a left lead is dangerous and 
hard to execute properly; and at the best 
you are open to a bad punch from his 
right. 

“The best feinting is done with the body 
and legs. Save your hands for the hit- 
ting when you have feinted him into an 
opening. Did you ever watch little Abe 
Attell box? He uses his body and legs 
entirely in feinting and generally carries 
both hands back in line with his body, 
ready to use either one in a flash. 

“When an old boxer is teaching a new 
one to box, he should not put on the gloves 
with him for days after he has first tak- 
en his pupil; this is, under my system. 
The first thing to do is stand him up and 
teach him how to handle his feet and legs 
easily and gracefully. Then teach him 
the simpler blows and the way to ayold 
or block them. When he has all the 
movements thoroughly worked into him so 
that he performs naturally, then put on 
the gloves. 

“But the teacher must be careful. No 
matter how well-meaning and game a be- 
ginner is, if he stacks up to a man that 
he knows he has no chance with and gets 
a stiff punch in the face in the first ex- 
change, it will discourage him and make 
him nervous. The teacher will have great 
difficulty in getting him to show at his 
best with him again. 


Handling Fighters. 


“As to the handling of a boxer in a fight, 
the way most of these so-called seconds 
work their men it is a wonder that bouts 
ever last 2 rounds.. A man’s face is sore 
from the effect of the cutting, rasping 
gloves, but they rub it with a towel just 
the same. He is fighting in a warm room 
and is worked up.to a good heat all over, 
but they slap his legs to get up a circula- 
tion. They rub his head with a plece of 
ice so that if he does get a cut from a 
glove any siagnation in the circulation 
caused by the chill will make it sore as a 
boll, 


They don't use any judgment, giving a 
man the same course of treatment for every 
condition instead of doing common-sense 
work on the afflicted spot. No towels, 
two heavy fans, a big sponge and some 
water, with a good stinging lotion in it, Is 
all that is needed under ordinary circum- 
Stances. Many a wise second has won his 
man’s battle by proper coaching and prop- 
er handling, but most of these fellows to- 
day don't know anything about it.’’

Mounted Policeman Dillon Seri- 
ously Hurt When Animal 
Bolted Into Ditch. 


HORSE HAD TO BE SHOT. 


Victim Had Spent Much Time 
Trying to Gain Equine’s Friend- 
ship, but Met Failure. 


William A. Dillon, a mounted policeman, 
lies at his home, 2915 Benton street, with 
serious internal injuries, but congratulat-

Shot the Horse. 


FRioth then tried to release the horse and 
got its fore feet upon the bank of the 
ditch, to discover that its pack was broken. 
Dillon shot it then to put it out of its pain. 

Patrolman Berstead, summoned by the 
shdt, took Dillon, whose face and uniform 
were covered with blood from a cut over 
his eve, to a drug store at Columbia ave- 
nue and Old Manchester road, where his 
wound was dressed. There Dillon suc- 
cumbed to internal pains and had to be 


carried to hts home. 

At his home Thursday 
spoke of his horse. 

“Tt always thought it would 
something like this-—-or worse, 
“The horse was utterly unfit for police 
duty, and I have so repeated it to the of- 
ficers. A policeman’s horse should posses 
the highest intelligence, courage and speed, 
as well as a good leve! head. This horse 
was nervous, high spirited, fast enough, 
but it was afraid of everything and unre- 
liable just when the best it cou:d do 
most needed. It had been injured in an 
accident at some time and never got over 
its fear. When called upon to chase a 
runaway it could always be relied upon to 
bolt.

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NEW YORK’S SAD PLIGHT. 

New Yorkers should not be astonished that President Roose- 
velt has made “Bat’’ Masterson a deputy United States marshal 
for that city.

HIGH-SPEED RAILWAYS IN GERM 
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Definite Propositions for Speed of 


Will the Pr 


From Report by United States Consul-Gen- 
eral Mason, Berlin, Germany. 


Ever since the experiments of 1902-8 with 
high-epeed electric motor cars over tho line 
between Berlin and Zoasen the question of 
an electric railway for rapid service be- 
tween Berlin and Hamburg has been a 
topic of conatant discussion. 

The Zossen experiments domonstrated 
that, given a straight, well-laid and well- 
balanced track, a speed of 19 miles an 
hour was possible and safe. It was shown 
that to propel a single-motor car carrying 
the requisite transformers and motors, with 
room tO accommodate @0 passengers, re- 
quired for a speed of 110 miles an hour the 
expenditure af 1300 horsepower, and that 
this consumption of energy was increased 
to 2000 horsepower when the speed was 
raised to 120 miles an hour. 

it was also found that the car must be 
heavy and its running gear skillfully adapt- 
ed to slurring over with smooth elasticity 
the slight, but unavoidable, irregularities 
of the track. It proved impracticable to 
use light trail cars above 80 miles an hour. 
Another point was the importance of a 
practically direct line. Curves must have 
a radius of not less than a mile, otherwise 
they must be passed at a reduced speed. 
No steam railway of any tmiportant length 
now being operated in any European coun- 
try, except perhaps Russia, is sufficiently 
straight to meet the requirements. 

The distance between Berlin and Ham- 
burg by the present steam railway route, 
li7 miles, could be shortened by a new di- 
rect line to about 155 miles. The country is 
generally level and as well adapted to the 
construction of a high-speed line as could 
be found between any two large and equal- 
ly distant cities in Gurope. The ordinary 
passenger traffic btween Berlin and Ham- 
burg now includes about one thousand two 
hundred persons per day, whose fares av- 
erage $3.80 each. The best steam train 
makes the distance in three hours and 
thirty-two minutes. 

Two propositions have been submitted, 
one by Messrs. Siemens and Haleke and the 
other by the General BPlectric Co. of Ber- 
lin. Messrs. Siemens and Halske propose 
a single-track line, on which a train would 
be dispatched from either terminus every 
two hours, or oftener if found necessary, 
the two meeting and passing each other at 
Wittenberg and making the through run in 
one hour and & minutes, Such a line, 
equipped for service. would cost $16,660,000, 
and in the opinion of Messrs. Siemens and 
Halske such a road carrying 520,000 pas- 
sengers a year, each paying $3.57, would 
earn a profit above interest and working 
expenses. 

The proposition of the General Blectrio 
Co. is for a double-track line, on which 
trains traveling at 100 miles an hour would 
make the through trip in one hour and 3 
minutes. For that speed the road could be 
built and equipped for $29,750,000. If a speed 
of 13 miles an hour were to be maintained 
the road and equipment would cost $35,700,- 
000, and at the proposed rates of fare, $3.57

Four years.ago he learned that the remains 
of Jones had: been ‘interred in a small 
urban cemetery near Paris, but a search 
disclosed that this cemetery had _ been 
abandoned early in the last century and 
that its site was covered with buildings. 

Mr. Porter ts now in possession of in- 
formation which warrants. the hope that 
the sailor’s bones were not removed when 
the buildings were erected. 

The information does. not indicate un- 
der which ‘building the remains are in- 
terred, and if the clew is followed, it will 
be necessary, to raze ‘half a dozen build- 
ings.

OFF RAILS-AT MILE A MINUTE 


New York Central Train in Re- 
markable Accident, but En- 


gineer Prevents Wreck. 
Special to t e Post-Dispatch. 

ST. JOHNSVILLE, N. Y., Feb. 9.—The 
Southwestern Limited, one of the fastest 
trains on the New York Central, was in 
a remarkable accident last night. 


All the cars except the locomotive 
jumped the track while running 6 miles 
an hour and ran on the ties for a quarter 
of qa mile, joltin the passengers and 
wrecking the furnishirgs of the cars. 

No one was seriously hurt. The engineer 
realized that with his cars off the track 
if he stopped too suddenly he might pre- 
cipitate a great wreck.

HIS PART IN CRIME TOLD 


Girl Says She Didn’t Tell Lawyer 
Anything That Would Help 
Samuel Greason. 


Miss Mary Edwards of 2206 Papin street, 
daughter of Mrs. Kate Edwards, under 
sentence of death at Reading, Pa., for the 
murder of her husband, John Edwards, re- 
pudiates the statement which the attorneys 
of Samuel Greason,. alleged accomplice of 
Mrs. Edwards, will present to Gov. Penny- 
packer Thursday afternoon, purporting to 
have been made by her, which is favorable 
to Greason. 

According to press dispatches from Read- 
ing Thursday John H. Rothermel, counsel 
for Greason, recently returned from St. 
Louls with a statement written by Mary 
Edwards, in which she exonerates Greason 
from complicity in the murder of her 
father. 

He proposes to lay this statement be- 
fore the Board of Pardons and ask for 
a rehearing in the Greason case. 

When shown a dispatch to this effect 
Thursday, Mary Edwards declared that she 
made no-such statement. 

“Attorney Rothermel was here two weeks 
ago,’ she said, ‘‘and I told him the facts 
about my father’s death, but-I did not 
make any such statement as that. 

‘*‘] did not see my father murdered, but 
I know that Greason had as much to do 
with it as my mother had, and he was 
as much to blame as she was. He helped 
her carry. the body to the cistern and throw 
it in.. I saw my father’s body but did not 
help in any way. My mother did not 
compel me to help her remove the blood- 
stained clothing and carpet.”’ 


Here Two Years,
